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Powell’s 18 Wins 
Hoops Contest

A contestant who submitted an 
impressive 18 correct predictions 
topped a jam-packed, high scoring 
edition of the Adair Progress 
Basketball Contest.

School District Aims To Curb Bullying

Bullying has been around longer than schools have, and every 
school, no matter how closely monitored, sees its fair share. The 
topic has become a hot-button issue lately, inspiring documen¬ 
taries, programs, and even 
legislation, and Adair 
County is joining the anti¬ 
bullying movement with 
the recent implementation 
of the STOP! Tipline on 
the district’s website. 

“Are we going to elimi¬ 
nate bullying? That’s hard 
to say,” Director of Pupil 
Personnel Robbie Harmon 
says. “That’s our goal though, because one kid getting bullied at 
school is too many.” 

STOP (Safety Tipline Online Prevention) is an online report¬ 
ing and prevention tool that is provided by the Kentucky Center 
for School Safety at no cost to the district. The device allows 
parents, students, or community members the opportunity to 
anonymously report any bullying, drug use, violence or other 
dangerous and risky behavior that they are aware of. 

Simply by clicking on the STOP icon on the district’s website 
(adair.kyschools.us), reporters will be directed to a page that 


allows them to choose three reporting options: bullying, vio¬ 
lence, or other issues. Other issues include drug use, alcohol 
abuse, self-harm, sexual abuse, theft, and other risky behavior, 
but Harmon says the majority of the reports will probably be 
bullying. 

“Most of what we’re 
going to see is going to 
be bullying,” Harmon 
says. “That’s what they 
told us to expect when 
we went to training.” 

A unique wrinkle of the 
program is that it lets 
people report behavior 
that isn’t even happening 
on school grounds, which 
is where School 
Resource Ofc. Kevin Atwood comes into play. 

“Kevin and I both get the reports that are submitted, but 
where my jurisdiction ends at school, Kevin’s doesn’t,” Harmon 
explains. “So if it’s something like online harassment, or that 
kids are drinking or planning a party somewhere next weekend, 
he can handle those cases as well.”

Hospital Board Ms 
Bankruptcy Progress

The Adair County Hospital District Board of Trustees met 
Tuesday night for their regularly scheduled January meeting. As 
has become the norm, the bulk of the gathering was geared 
towards discussions about Westlake’s most current financial 
picture and the progress made in the entity’s ongoing Chapter 9 
Bankruptcy reorganization. 

According to Westlake CEO Neal Gold, the next hearing in 
the bankruptcy case will be held today, and will focus on 
proposals presented from Centers for Medicare and Medicaid 
Services and prospective Westlake partner Cumberland Family 
Medical. Gold explained that while Cumberland Family 
Medical was currently waiting on financial work to be done by 
Blue & Co., the same organization that provides the hospital’s 
yearly audits, CMS had already presented an initial offer. 

“Their offer is a fairly substantial reduction in recoupments,” 
Gold began. “It’s still a little beyond our means, but it is a major 
step forward. I can’t even begin to tell you what good news that 
is.” 

Gold thanked Adair County Judge-Executive Mike Stephens, 
who was in attendance at the meeting, for the role he has 
already played in attempting to settle the proceedings. 

“I want to thank Judge Stephens for his assistance with 
federal level legislators for their help in coming to agreement 
with Chapter 9,” Gold said. 

“It’s a community effort,” Stephens said later to the board. 
“We reached out to a lot of legislators, and they responded 
favorably. There is a lot of interest in helping this hospital and 
this community. It’s not just one person.” 

Additionally, Gold noted that the judge in the case had 
selected a date in March for the selection of a mediator— 
another positive step toward the conclusion of the bankruptcy. 

Also in the administrative report, the CEO provided a brief 
overview of the audit report, highlighting that while the 
previous year did show a loss, it was an improvement of more 
than $956,000 from two years ago. Gold then informed those in 
attendance of the hospital’s renewal with Bluegrass Family 
Health as an insurance provider. 

The CEO addressed ongoing efforts to reopen the hospital’s 
behavioral health unit, with discussions between prospective 
providers and a continued look at telepsychiatry as potential 
options. Gold also made note of the passing of longtime 
employee Charlene Taylor earlier this month. 

“There are many members of her family still working here 
with us,” Gold said. “She left quite a legacy.” 

In other news at Tuesday night’s meeting, the board: 

•Heard the monthly financial report from CFO David Hayes. 
Hayes painted an improving picture of Westlake’s financial 
trends, but noted that the net result was still negative. 

“We probably had a little better month than normal as far as 
the bottom line, but with operations costs it was still a loss,” 
Hayes began. 

After a multi-month trend downward, Westlake and its clinics 
generally saw a turnaround in the month of December. Total 
patient revenue jumped nearly $600,000 from November to last 
month, even with the closing of the behavioral health unit. 

The problem, however, lies in the deductions from revenue— 
specifically, a more than $300,000 increase in contractual 
adjustments from November to December—which Hayes 
explained by highlighting a more than $1 million increase in

A banquet was held last Wednesday in the Roberta 
Cranmer Conference Center Board Room on the campus of 
Lindsey Wilson College to honor the retirement of a 
longtime friend of both the people and the environment of 
Adair County and the surrounding region of the state. 

A.L. “Pee Wee” Sinclair was joined by more than two 
dozen family members, friends, current and former 
coworkers, and members of the community to celebrate and 
commemorate a career that has spanned nearly two 
decades. Sinclair was a founding member of the PRIDE 
Executive Committee in 1997, and has served as the Adair 
County Solid Waste Coordinator for more than 13 years. 

“A.L. has always loved the environment and had a 
passion for PRIDE that has shown everywhere he’s gone,” 
PRIDE board member Sandy Gay said. “He’s been a 
backbone guy for us.” 

Former PRIDE President/Chief Executive Officer and 
current District Director for Congressman Hal Rogers, 
Karen Kelly, outlined what Sinclair has meant to both Adair 
County and the central and eastern parts of Kentucky. 

“What A.L. means to Adair County is apparent by all 
these people here today, but it’s never just been about Adair 
County to him because he saw the bigger picture,” she 
explained. “In his time with us, PRIDE has cleaned up over 
3,900 garbage dumps and removed more than 900,000 tires 
from streams. That wouldn’t have happened without A.L.” 

Since 1997, Kelly said that Sinclair has worked with 
people from all parties and across all administrations.

A booming business in Adair 
County , circa 1890s-1920s... 

Adair County and her towns and villages have always been 
known for the industriousness of the people. When opportunity 
has presented itself there have always been those few who would 
take the initiative, making something needed almost every person. 
Such was the case, a century or so ago, with the simple broom. 

Every household and business needed a broom, perhaps more 
than one; no vacuum cleaners for most, though a motorized 
version was invented in 1901. The broom was an everyday item, 
essential for housekeeping. Some may not have used it as much as 
others, but everyone had one and, with use, would need another in 
time. 

Most folk made their own brooms, using a stick or old handle 
and tying broom com straw or broom sedge on the end. The did 
the job, though may not have lasted as long as the modem store- 
bought ones we have come to rely on today. Most farm families 
planted a few hills of broom com, or had kin or neighbors who 
did. Broom com is a type of grass, related to the sorghum family, 
and the seeds can be fed to livestock. Many grew sorghum for 
molasses and used the seeded stems, well trimmed, for making 
brooms. 

No record has been found as to what enterprising person in 
Adair County first made brooms to general sale, but certainly by 
the time of the Civil War manufactured brooms were offered for 
sale in most general stores. By the late 1890s there were likely 
several individuals making and selling brooms on a limited basis. 

Wyatt I. Feese was the first mass-production broom maker in 
Adair County, operating a business in Cane Valley as early as the 
mid- to late-1890s. WI. Feese was interest in various enterprises 
during his life, but is perhaps best remembered for the broom 
factory he operated. He offered to make one dozen brooms for 
ninety cents, if straw was provided, or would tie brooms in 
quantity in exchange for half the straw needed, in 1900. He would 
tie you a broom, materials provided, for seven and one-half cents 
each. By this time, Mr. Feese was making and distributing brooms 
over a multi-county area, delivering wagon loads at a time. 

WJ. Feese and Finis Cundiff worked at the trade for a number 
of years. Later Mr. Cundiff farmed full time. In 1904 the company 
made and shipped from Adair County 500 dozen brooms. Later, 
the broom factory joined with Dudgeon Stove Company of Cane 
Valley to construct a new, two-story building in town in 1907; the 
Dudgeon Company used one side and the Cane Valley Broom 
Works used the other. The following year Miss Kate Squires 
opened a millinery-ladies hat shop-on the second floor of the 
new structure. 

Several men were employed at the broom factory by 1907 and 
late in that year a gasoline engine was purchased to make the work 
of binding the brooms go faster in order to keep up with orders. 
By this time, broom straw was being both purchased locally and 
imported from other states. Brooms were being sold in all the 
surrounding counties and shipped to the Blue Grass region. 

By 1912 Charles Paxton was concerned in the broom-making 
business at Cane Valley and, with the aid of Mr. Feese, purchased 
a new machine to wind the brooms. Returning from an Oklahoma 
business trip in 1915, Mr. Feese announced he had purchased and 
having shipped to Cane Valley a load of broom com.

Wyatt “WJ.” Feese was bom in 1867, died 1932, buried in the 
Cane Valley Cemetery. During his lifetime he was engaged in 
numerous business enterprises, was director of the Farmers Bank, 
Cane Valley, owned a water well drilling outfit, and much more. 

It should be noted that there were several other broom-makers 
in this county at the same time as Mr. Feese and partners, but did 
not produce on quite the same scale: 

G.W. Grasham, of Amandaville in Cumberland County, was 
making and selling brooms in the area by 1900; sold his broom 
com crop made in 1899 for $1,000, which was big money in that 
day. 

Jeff Jones, an older man who lived near Crocus, made and 
peddled brooms in Adair and Russell County at the turn of the 
century. 

Frank Weatherford, of Mannsville, Taylor County, operated a 
mechanized broom factory by 1910. 

Ed Crawford, native of North Dakota, settled at Garlin, Adair 
County, and made and sold brooms around 1919.

“It didn’t matter who 
you were or how you were 
registered, A.L. would 
work with you to clean up 
our state.”

City council backs planning 
commission's decision not 


to rezone 


The Columbia City Council 
Monday night approved the 
recommendation of the city's 
planning commission that a 
piece of property on Mitchell 
Street remain zoned as R-2 
(low density residential) 
instead of being changed to I- 
1 flight industrial) as had been 
requested by the owners of 
the property. 

The vote by the council to 
approve the planning com¬ 
mission's recommendation in 
the matter climaxed a battle of 
several months to have the 
property’s zoning changed. 

The property in question is a 
metal garage and surrounding 
area, generally known as the 
Thomas Downey property, 
that was purchased at auction 
in 1987 by J.C. Montgomery, 
jTim Montgomery and Danny 
j Hatcher. 

The new owners had 
purchased the property, which 
Downey had used as a 
maintenance and parking area 
for tractor-trailer rigs, with the 
1 intent of establishing an 
automobile related business, 
selling tires, parts, etc. and 
for washing cars. 

According to their attorney, 
Robert H. Hutchison, Jr., the 
imen purchased the property 


residental 


believing it to be commercial 
property. 

However, further investiga¬ 
tion found the property to be 
zoned R-2, and when the new 
owners came before the 
planning commission to 
request a zoning change, 
opposition to the change was 
voiced by residents of the 
area. 

A petition containing the 
names of more than 50 
residents of the imediate area 
was presented to the planning 
commission, and considerable 
objection to the change was 
voiced at a public hearing 
about the matter. 

After reviewing the matter 
extensively, the planning 
commission chose not to 
approve a zoning change, and 
the council, which generally 
adopts a policy of going along 
with the commission's 
recommendation, voted 
unanimously to go along with 
the recommendation that the 
property remain zoned R-2. 
Fire department 
discussed 

Columbia-Adair County 
Volunteer Fire Department 
city chief Mike Glasgow came 
before the council with a 
request on behalf of the 


property 

department that the council 
consider raising the amount of 
money that the firemen receive 
for answering a fire call 
within the city limits. 

Glasgow said that the 
volunteer firemen presently 
receive $5 per run for each 
run in the city, an amount that 
has been the same since 1975, 
when it was raised from $3. 

Glasgow said that the fire 
fighters would like to have a 
raise to $10, or whatever the 
city could see fit to raise it to. 

Glasgow said that the 
department usually averages 
between 50 and 60 runs per 
year in the city limits, 
meaning that at $5 per run, 
each firefighter would receive 
$250-300 per year from the 
city. 

After discussing the matter 
briefly, Mayor Charles 
Marshall told Glasgow that 
they would consider the 
matter of a raise, but said that 
it is something that needs to 
be done when the city makes 
it budget for the new fiscal 
year which begins July I,* 
1988.

The Adair County Soil Conservation District will be sponsoring 
FREE soil testing during the months of January, February, and 
March of 2015. All Adair County landowners are eligible to receive 
seven (7) FREE soil samples. The free samples are eligible only 
through the UK Adair County Cooperative Extension Service. Soil 
probes for collecting samples may be borrowed from the Extension 
Office, which is temporarily located at 42 Grant Lane in Columbia. 

When taking soil samples, remember that the results of a soil test 
are only as good as the sample itself. Samples should be taken at a 
depth of 3-4 inches for no-till production and 6-8 inches when the 
ground is to be tilled. Take at least 10 cores samples from smaller 
fields to compile one sample for the field. Larger fields may require 
as many as 30 core samples per field. Try to limit soil samples to 20 
acres or less when possible. Avoid pulling core samples from 
drains, near roadways, around feeding areas, and where manure has 
been applied within the last month. The core samples should be 
placed into a plastic bucket or paper bag, mixed well, and allowed 
to air dried. 

If you have any questions about how to take a correct soil 
sample, contact the Extension Office at 270-384-2317, or contact 
Soil Conservation at the USDA Service Center located on Hwy 55 
North in Columbia.

6 WAYS TO SECURE THOSE 
NEW HOLIDA Y DEVICES

The Holidays. A joyous time of year that often leaves 
people remembering them fondly with new toys, tools and 
gadgets. While most business and professional people 
carry smartphones for business, we often forget they are 
but tiny micro-computers filled with a density of personal 
information and identifying data. These devices should be 
protected just as diligently as your PC. Maybe more so. 

Here are some tips to help secure your data and the 
mobile devices that data resides on. 

1. Backup your data. In the event your phone goes 
missing from the coffee shop table, is dropped in the water 
off the curb or is simply missing, if you have a backup of 
your data not everything is lost. Personally, I once found a 
missing phone, three days later and after having replaced 
it. The family dog had it in her bed, with other toys. I was 
very thankful, at the time for Google being the backup 
destination for my contacts lists, text messages and even 
installed applications of that Android based smart phone. 

2. Use a security application. Just as you do with your 
computer, secure your smartphone with a firewall and 
applications that protect your data from breaches. Most all 
viruses have been written for the Windows platform instead 
of the Linux or Apple systems for two reasons. Microsoft 
owns the largest market share and Microsoft operating 
systems are known to be insecure, by default. The Android 
and iOS platforms are more secure than Windows, but they 
also hold the largest numbers of the market of smart 
phones. It makes sense the viruses and malware for our 
phones is already here. 

3. Examine the permissions applications want on 
your device. Considering item 2, above, it will probably be 
an application installed on your smart phone that will be the 
entry point for malicious software. And the more access the 
application wants, the worse the infection can be. As an 
example, a recent free game a family member asked me to 
play with them required access to my contacts list, text 
messages and call history. The last thing I wanted was for 
some game to start blasting my business contacts with 
unwanted advertising and spam. 

4. Avoid using public Wi-Fi. Yes, public WiFi is 
convenient. And using that instead of your data plan is 
simply cost effective. But public WiFi is not secure. Using 
an unsecured WiFi network is like having a conversation 
across the room, loudly. Everyone can hear it. Most will 
tune it out. But it is there none the less. Some hackers have 
been known to sit nearby, monitoring that unsecured 
network just to listen in on what is being shouted across 
the room ... in WiFi signals. 

5. Use a PIN, password or pattern lock on your 
phone or device. This is like hanging a lock on your gym 
locker. It keeps most people out. But those who are most 
determined...well, they will at least be slowed down. This 
means that any effort to get into your, physically, will take a 
moment or two, unless they already know you very well or 
have gotten your code, some other way. 

6. Encryption. Many of us will add extra capacity to our 
devices, usually through a MicroSD card. Many devices will 
use those cards not only for storing our MP3s but also 
some of our apps and the temporary files that app creates 
and uses. Encryption helps secure the data on those cards 
by requiring the PIN or password mentioned in item 5 
before the data is decrypted and made useful. 

Bonus. Turn off Bluetooth when you don’t need it. This 
helps with battery life, but it also helps protect your device 
from being ‘bluejacked’ or any variety of other blue tooth 
enable attacks.

Adair County played host to the Cardinals of Taylor County 
Tuesday night in a boy-girl doubleheader at John Burr 
Memorial Gymnasium, and neither game offered much drama 
as the Lady Indians cruised to a 20-point victory while the 
boys were completely overmatched in their contest, falling 84- 
49. 



MaKayla Mattews provided a scoring spark for the 
Lady Indians Tuesday night in their win over Taylor 
County. The junior nailed a trio of threes and finished 
with 11 points. 

Lady Indians 64 Taylor County 44 

The first matchup of the evening saw James Turner’s squad 
move to 5-0 in district play with a convincing 20-point win. 
Adair controlled the pace almost the entire way, forcing 
turnovers with an array of zone defenses and putting up a 
balanced scoring attack on the other end of the floor. 

“I thought we played okay,” Turner said following the win. 
“The second half was a lot better than the first. I like how we 
shared the ball—this has been an unselfish team all year and 
the girls really don’t care who scores for us.” 

Adair’s lone senior, Harlee Smock, set the tone early for her 
younger teammates, as she scored the Tribe’s first 8 points to 
give the home team a quick 8-4 lead just two minutes into the 
opening quarter. Her running mates followed her lead. 
Brooklyn Coomer found Beth Owens cutting backdoor for a 
layup, then Coomer buried a baseline jumper off a Smock kick 
out. 

Sophomore reserve MaKayla Matthews buried a triple off 
the bench, and the game seemed to be in hand early. Alex 
Keltner hit a free throw and Owens scored again, this time off 
an assist from Hannah Absher, and Adair took a 18-11 lead into

the second quarter. 

The methodical execution continued in the second, and 
Adair began to pile up points at the charity stripe, as they 
played almost the entire quarter in the bonus. Coomer hit a free 
throw, Smock capped off an old-fashioned three-point play, 
and both Owens and Jera Kessler sank a pair of free throws in 
the quarter. Coomer added a putback after a strong offensive 
rebound in the paint, Matthews nailed another three, and 
Keltner dropped in a short jumper to give Adair a 33-24 lead at 
the half. 

Taylor County’s only run of the night came at the start of the 
second half. Adair got outhustled for multiple offensive 
rebounds, and their usually sharp passing got sloppy as the 
Lady Cards mounted a quick 6-0 run to cut the margin to 33- 
30. 

“I thought it was our energy more than our execution,” 
Turner said of the run. “We had two fouls and gave up two 
offensive rebounds in the first minute of the half. After we took 
a timeout I thought we did better.” 

Coomer hit one of two free throws to finally put Adair on the 
scoreboard almost three minutes into the half, and Smock 
followed up a miss on the next possession with a quick 
putback score. Matthews came off the bench to sink her third 
triple of the night to give the Lady Indians a 39-32 lead, and 
they never looked back. 

Two Beth Owens free throws and a Keltner pass ahead to 
Matthews for a fastbreak layup brought the margin back to 
double digits, and a Kessler drained a three in the closing 
seconds to give Adair a 12-point lead heading into the final 
quarter. 

Taylor County managed just six points the rest of the way, 
and Turner cleared his bench for the final minutes, as Adair 
clinched first place in the district standings and cruised to a 20- 
point win, 64-44. 

Smock led a balanced attack on offense with a team-high of 
17 points and 10 boards, while Owens and Coomer each added 
9. Keltner was solid as well, chipping in 7 points, 5 rebounds, 
and a team-high 5 assists. Matthews was stellar off the bench 
with 11 points, and Jera Kessler, Katherine Curry, and Hannah 
Absher rounded out the Adair scoring with 5,4, and 2 points, 
respectively. 

While he was pleased with the win, Turner still sees room 
for improvement as the Lady Indians prepare for a postseason 
run. 

“We have to get better on defense,” Turner said. “I thought 
that would be a strength for us, but it hasn’t been. Playing 
zone, its one thing for a team to knock down outside shots but 
we shouldn’t be giving up layups.” 

Adair will be back in action Friday night when they travel to 
Elizabethtown to take on region foe John Hardin.

We’re nearly a month into

It’s not the fault of those coaches, either. You can’t take a 
group of kids who have always played exclusively zone and 
then try and go man-to-man against good competition. That’s 
my entire point. We start with zone because its easier, but 
everyone along the way is unwilling to take the risk of 
switching from it. Basketball has become a competition of skip 
passes, jump shooters and shot clock milking rock fights. The 
zone allows lesser teams to hide the talent gap, and there’s a 
reason the NBA is the best it’s been in more than a decade after 
instituting an illegal defense rule. If we do one thing in 2015,1 
hope it’s saving basketball from the zone.

After venturing away for a pair 
of games, the Lady Indians 
returned home Friday night to tip- 
off a girl-boy doubleheader 
against 5th Region foe Nelson 
County. Despite a solid perform¬ 
ance, the Lady Indians were out¬ 
paced, 76-58. 

“This was a hard-fought game, 
and was much closer than the final 
score,” Coach James Turner said 
after the game.

Adair Battles Rival Russell on Road

Lady Indians 63 Russell County 59 

The Lady Indians made the short trip to Russell County last Thursday 
night to take on their evenly-matched rival in the first of two scheduled 
meetings this season. After a back-and-forth affair, and a late game surge 
from the Lady Lakers to push the contest into overtime, the Lady Indians 
prevailed 63-59. 

“It’s always great to get a rivalry win on the road,” Coach Turner said 
after the contest. “Close games like that teach you a lot. We played well in 
spurts and found a way to win.” 

Junior forward Brooklyn Coomer left her stamp on the game from the 
start, grabbing three rebounds and scoring four points on the game’s first 
three possessions. Russell found their first score in transition, a theme that 
would continue throughout the contest, as both squads found half court 
scoring cumbersome due to the opposition’s stout defense. 

After a Russell three tied the score at 11 with 2:13 in the opening quar¬ 
ter, junior guard Alex Keltner blasted a three to push Adair back ahead. The 
Lady Lakers answered in transition, then sank another three to counter a 
pair of Adair free throws, but six Beth Owens points in the quarter, includ¬ 
ing a long two at the buzzer, left Adair ahead 18-16 after one. 

The game would be even closer in the second period. Lackadaisical tran¬ 
sition defense from the Lady Indians yielded three-straight layups for 
Russell County, and the home squad grabbed a 27-23 lead with 3:24 left in 
the half. MaKayla Matthews splashed home a three to pull Adair within a 
point, but back-to-back easy buckets from Russell County stretched the 
lead back to four before a Keltner triple left it 32-31 Lady Lakers at the 
half. 

Seven third quarter lead changes occurred as both teams traded buckets 
for the first four minutes of play. A Matthews steal led to a Harlee Smock 
layup to put the Lady Indians ahead 41-40, then a pair of Adair threes 
appeared to give Adair some breathing room heading into the fourth, 47-40. 

Russell County, however, refused to fold. A Lady Laker three opened the 
quarter, and despite another pair of threes from Coomer and Matthews, 
Russell would quickly trim the eight-point lead down to just two with con¬ 
secutive inside scores and a cherry-picked layup with 4:46 in regulation. 

The Adair lead would grow back to six, but a long two from the Lady 
Lakers was coupled with two physical putback scores to knot things at 57 
with just 1:26 remaining. Neither team could muster a point in the final 86 
seconds, and the contest headed to extra time. 

In the overtime period, a Coomer steal and Owens score started things 
for Adair, and behind a sturdy defensive effort in the extra frame, a pair of 
free throws from Smock would be enough for the win. Adair allowed just 
two overtime points, and with two more free throws, sealed a hard-fought 
63-59 victory. 

A 15-and-10 Beth Owens double-double led Adair in scoring and 
rebounding on the night, while Brooklyn Coomer pitched in a strong 14- 
point, 7-rebound game as well. Both Alex Keltner and Harlee Smock tal¬ 
lied 10 points, Hannah Absher and MaKayla Matthews added 6 each, and 
Jera Kessler tacked on 2 for the 63-point Lady Indian total. 

Indians 40 Russell County 54 

The second game of Thursday’s doubleheader saw both squads ice cold 
from the field. Even with solid efforts defensively, poor shooting was the 
story in this one. Russell County, however, was able to control the offen¬ 
sive glass and find a bit of a shooting rhythm late to pull away from the 
Indians as Adair fell 54-40. 

“I thought our defense was pretty solid and kept us in the game,” Coach 
Fudge said after the loss. “We simply couldn’t make shots when we needed 
them.” 

A quick three from Laker senior and former Indian Colton Back, and a 
putback and-one from Indian sophomore Cameron Lasley squared things at 
3 less than a minute in, and the game appeared off to a hot start. Two strong 
feeds inside to Nick Coffey and a transition bucket from transfer Eddie 
Murphy gave Russell a 9-3 lead, but Adair would battle back. 

After a Fudge timeout regrouped the Tribe, Adair beat the Russell trap

for a quick two from junior Jacob Pooler, then followed it up with a pair of 
Corey Melton three-pointers, one of which was incorrectly ruled a two. 
The teams then traded scores, as Chance Melton entered the box score with 
a putback and Russell sank a long two along the baseline to lead 16-12 
after one. 

Both teams went cold from the field in the second. With neither team 
shooting well, the Lakers utilized their advantage on the glass to maintain a 
steady stream of points. On the third shot of their opening possession, for¬ 
mer Indian Kel Stotts sank a deep three, and on the following trip, junior 
Taylor Cowan scooped an offensive rebound and scored. 

Moments later, two Russell free throws answered an Adair foul shot and 
the lead was 10, 23-13. Another Cowan putback pushed the margin to 12, 
but Adair was able to trim the lead to just six at the half behind a pair of 
buckets from Corey Melton and a steal-and-score from Lasley. At the half, 
Russell led 25-19. 

Neither team scored until the 5:21 mark of the third quarter when Stotts 
drove baseline and drew a foul, making both free throws for Russell 
County’s first points in more than seven minutes of game time. Two Lasley 
free throws answered for Adair, but another Stotts triple and Coffey drive 
and score stretched the lead back to 12. 

Chance Melton finally found a field goal for Adair on an up-and-under 
move following an offensive rebound with 2:55 remaining in the third, but 
those would be Adair’s only points of the quarter and the Tribe trailed 39- 
23 after the four-point third period showing. 

Two inside buckets from the Lakers pushed the lead to 20 with 4:53 in 
the fourth, before Adair managed just its second made shot of the half 
when senior guard Zach Hutchison connected from deep. Russell would 
answer, however, tipping out a missed shot into the hands of Stotts for 
another three. 

With just over four minutes remaining, Coach Fudge went to his 
reserves. Junior sharpshooter Keith Sloan filled his role perfectly, sinking a 
three right off the bench, then answering a Stotts floater with another triple, 
this time from the corner. Sloan would steal the ensuing inbounds pass, 
spin and score in transition to cut the lead to 14, 48-34, and despite six 
quick points from sophomore forward Dylan Feese, including a steal-and- 
score and three-pointer of his own, the Indians fell 54-40. 

The Indians shot just 29-percent on the night, and just 58-percent from 
the foul line as a team.

The Indians looked to rebound 
from an awful offensive showing 
the night before against Russell 
County and prevent the Nelson 
County sweep in game two of the 
doubleheader. Behind a strong 
scoring output from freshman 
guard Corey Melton, the Tribe got 
back on track with the 65-49 vic¬ 
tory. 

“The shots we couldn’t make 
[Thursday] night were falling 
[Friday],” Coach Mark Fudge said 
of his team’s turnaround.

Lady Indians 55 Marion County 37 

The Lady Indians tipped off a doubleheader last Tuesday 
night on the road against 20th District foe Marion County. After 
snapping Marion’s multi-season win streak over them in the 
season’s initial matchup in December, Adair repeated the task to 
remain perfect in district play with the 55-37 win. 

“We played really hard and really well overall,” Head Coach 
James Turner said of the Lady Indians’ effort. “The win makes 
us the top seed in the district with two games left to play.” 

As in the first meeting, defense was the Lady Indians’ calling 
card. The Adair defense held Marion to just 24-percent shooting 
in the contest, allowing the Lady Indians to seize control of the 
contest from the start. A stifling effort conceded the Lady 
Knights just five points in the first quarter, and after one Adair 
led 16-5. 

That margin would remain the same at the end of the first 
half. Despite a boosted effort from Marion offensively, the Lady 
Indians leaned on their experience to endure the run, with senior 
Harlee Smock and juniors Beth Owens and Alex Keltner shoul¬ 
dering the scoring load for Adair. 

Adair stretched a 27-16 halftime lead into a 42-29 margin 
after three, and as the aforementioned trio each reached double 
figures in the scoring column, Marion’s 18-point effort from star 
Haeli Howard fell well short, allowing Adair to capture the vic¬ 
tory 55-37. 

Beth Owens led the Lady Indians in scoring and rebounding, 
pouring in 17 points and pulling down 9 boards in the win. Alex 
Keltner notched 13 points, and Harlee Smock tallied 11 on the 
night. Hannah Absher added 4 points, Katherine Curry and 
MaKayla Matthews were good for 3 apiece, and both Brooklyn 
Coomer and Whitney Turner pitched in 2, with Coomer grab¬ 
bing 7 rebounds, to complete the win. 

Indians 55 Marion County 67 

With Marion unbeaten in district contests, the Indians ven¬ 
tured to the Roby Dome looking to gain ground in the standings. 
After a nearly flawless start, foul trouble for the Tribe and 
improved defensive intensity from the Knights allowed Marion 
to capture and extend the lead down the stretch for the 67-55 
victory. 

“We played our best basketball of the season for the first ten 
minutes of the game,” Coach Fudge said following the loss. 
“Then we experienced some foul trouble, and the biggest differ¬ 
ences in the game were probably our free throw shooting and 
poor defensive rebounding.” 

Adair jumped out to a 20-9 lead to open the game and led 22- 
12 after one period before senior guard Zach Hutchison picked 
up a quick second foul early in quarter number two, sending 
Adair’s most reliable ball handler to the bench. 

From there, Marion began crashing the boards strong, using 
the same physicality that aided their first win over Adair to 
crank out a 15-2 run and pull within just one point. Adair paired 
consecutive scoring trips, including a jumper from guard Corey 
Melton, but a third foul on Hutchison as the half expired sent 
Marion to the line for two free throws that kept the margin at 
one, 34-33 Adair at the half. 

A quick flurry from Hutchison, Corey and Chance Melton 
opened the third quarter for Adair and pushed the lead back to 
eight, but both Hutchison and junior forward Jacob Pooler 
picked up their fourth fouls in the frame, and Marion used the 
lack of Adair depth to grab a 45-43 lead after three. 

The lead would grow in the fourth behind a Marion three- 
pointer to open the period, and despite Chance Melton’s impres¬ 
sive shot blocking display in the contest, the Knights racked up 
a final rebounding tally of 48-26 and muscled their way to a 67- 
55 victory. 

“We had to play through a lot of adversity,” Fudge admitted, 
noting the foul trouble as well as an illness to guard Cameron 
Lasley, who played through the obstacle. “With Cameron under 
the weather and then Hutchison, Pooler and Lasley in foul trou¬ 
ble, that forced us to play a little different than we would have 
normally.”

Crisp passing led to some open looks early, and Adair took 
advantage. Jacob Pooler knocked down an 18-footer on the 
baseline for Adair’s first points, and Cameron Lasley hit a nifty 
floater in the lane off a Chance Melton assist.
